

SHELL-SHOCKED 

Harlow marathon runner saw the ‘best and worst of humanity’ at scene of Boston bomb blast 


A HARLOW runner has spoken of 
his “shock and confusion” after 
being caught up in the aftermath 
of the Boston Marathon bombings. 

Andy Kinney (44), of Holmes 
Meadow, was nearing the end of the 
26-mile course when the two blasts 
went off, killing three people and 
injuring hundreds more. 

The Harlow Running Club mem¬ 
ber described a state of “total con¬ 
fusion” as runners were given con¬ 
flicting reports of the horror 
unfolding near the finishing line, 
with some even being told to carry 
on because race organisers had set 
up an “alternate course”. 

“Snatches of overheard conversa¬ 
tions suggested that there had been 
explosions, but I convinced myself 
that since runners weren’t being 
stopped that talk of bombs must be 
somewhere else or, more hopefully, 
that I had misheard,” he told the 
Star. 

“I pulled out my mobile phone to 
discover there was no reception, 
which immediately brought to 
mind those US based TV shows 
where mobile networks are disa¬ 
bled when a terror attack is believed 
to have happened. 

“As I continued along the course, a 
local, perhaps spotting I was for¬ 
eign, shared that she had learned 
there had been an explosion with 
fatalities. 

“However, a couple of other run¬ 
ners came through saying to keep 
going, stay strong, and that the 
organisers had set-up an alternate 
finish. It was very confusing.”

The software developer, who has 
also taken part in the London, 
Berlin, New York and Chicago mar¬ 
athons, decided to keep running. 

“Still in denial, I approached mile 
25, which is when it became obvi¬ 
ous with the steady stream of run¬ 
ners heading in the opposite direc¬ 
tion, many in tears, that whatever 
had occurred was catastrophic,” he 
said. 

“Very close to Fenway the police 
had erected barricades across the 
course preventing any further^ 
progress, but attempts to^ 
gain any information 
were rebuffed with 
indications that we 
should simply head 
away from the area. 

“There was no 
admission as to the 
exact nature of the I 
incident causing ' 
the race to close 
down, although 
numerous locals 
shared information 
with me.” 

It has since emerged 
that the bombs - ball 
bearings and nails con¬ 
tained within pressure cookers 
and concealed in rucksacks - were 
constructed to cause the maximum 
number of casualties. 

Fearful that more devices could 
be triggered by mobile phone, the 
authorities were quick to shut down

the entire network, 
hampering Andy’s 
attempts to contact 
friends and family. 

“Along the way I started to 
receive text messages, but my 
attempts to send out a “I’m safe” 
message failed,” he said. 

“I was getting cold, but I didn’t 
know whether to head towards 


Downtown and my hotel, or 
towards the baggage trucks to get 
some warm clothes. 

“I decided to follow the crowd tak¬ 
ing a parallel path to the race route 
in the hope of reaching my hotel.” 

As he made his way through the 
throng, Andy said he was struck by 
the “incredible” response of race 
marshalls, Boston residents and 


emergency services personnel. 

“I have to say that the race organ¬ 
isers did a brilliant job for those 
who had yet to finish,” he said. 

“An impromptu table with foil 
blankets had been set up on a side 
street away from the incident, and 
marshalls were helping runners 
find the baggage trucks.

“There was a sombre mood, but 
also a quiet determination to get 
back to civilisation and contact 
friends and family.” 

“Householders were coming out 
on the street to offer snacks, the use 
of their phones, or whatever com¬ 
fort we needed. It was definitely a 
time when you witness first hand 
the best in humanity.” 

But it wasn’t until he reached his 
hotel that Andy realised the full 
scale of the tragedy. 

“In my room I turned on the TV 
and was greeted with the horrific 
scenes at the finish line. 

“It was surreal -1 had been in the 
race, but I didn’t recognise it.” 

Despite his experience, Andy said 
he was determined to continue 
competing across the globe. 

“I don’t know how this will affect 
me - although I’m certain that I will 
continue racing around the world.” 

UK police are now reviewing 
security arrangements for this 
Sunday’s London Marathon in the 
wake of the Boston bombings.

Teen burglar walks 
free from youth court 


A 13-YEAR-OLD boy who acted 
as “look-out” in a Harlow bur¬ 
glary in which three Rolex 
watches and a £23,000 Mercedes 
were stolen has escaped a custo¬ 
dial sentence. 

The youth - who cannot be 
named for legal reasons - denied 
burglary and theft of a car from 
an address in Canons Brook on 
August 6, 2012 but was found 
guilty of both offences at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

But he has now walked free 
from Chelmsford Youth Court 
after being sentenced to a 
12-month youth rehabilitation 
order with supervision and 
ordered to attend “smart think¬ 
ing” and reparation programmes.

Chair of the bench Mrs Hazel 
Fox told the defendant: “This was 
a very, very serious offence. 
Imagine how it must feel for these 
people that someone was in their 
house and took their things.” 

She also ordered him to pay 
£250 compensation. 

The boy’s arrest followed a 999 
call by Karen Hayden (41), a 
neighbour of the victim who 
spotted the youngster and an 
accomplice after being woken by 
her husband’s snoring. 

She told police that two youths 
were at a nearby property in 
Canons Brook, identifying one of 


them and telling officers where 
they would find him. 

When police arrived on the 
scene, Mrs Hayden and her hus¬ 
band, Richard, directed them 
from a bedroom window as they 
searched for the youths. 

The burglary had taken place at 
the home of the Ung family, who 
slept through the incident. 

Prosecutor Angela Hughes told 
the Youth Court that while the 
stolen car was later found, the 
jewellery, Rolex watches, and a 
laptop - worth a combined total 
of £15,000 - were never recovered. 

The victims of the raid were 
also said to now have “difficulty 
sleeping and socialising” as a 
result of their ordeal. 


Stride calls for U-turn 
on abolition of AWB 


Free ECC workshop 
for new businesses 


LABOUR Parliamentary 
hopeful for Harlow 
Suzy Stride has called 
on the Government to 
drop its plans to abol¬ 
ish the Agricultural 
Wages Board. 

The AWB protects pay 
levels for over 150,000 
fruit pickers and farm 
workers across England 
and Wales, and Ms 
Stride claims its aboli¬ 
tion - which was 
approved by MPs yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) - 
will lead to wage cuts 


for around 24,270 
workers in the East of 
England. 

She told the Star: 

“The Government’s 
abolition of the AWB 
will lead to lower 
wages for farm workers 
and take £260m out of 
village high streets 
over a ten-year period. 

“We need a One 
Nation plan to tackle 
the rural cost of living 
crisis, protect public 
services, and invest in 
rural jobs and growth.” 


BUSINESSES across 
Harlow will be the first 
to benefit from a new 
Essex County Council 
training workshop. 

The free initiative, 
which is aimed at 
“innovative” new start¬ 
ups and forms part of 
the Essex Innovation 
Programme, will pro¬ 
vide advice on issues 
typically faced by busi¬ 
nesses looking to 
launch a new product 
or service. 

ECC have joined forc¬ 


es with enterprise 
agency NWES to run 
the workshop, which 
will provide additional 
support to the mentor¬ 
ing service already 
offered by the Essex 
Innovation 
Programme.

Rolling with town’s 
first skating group 



IF the popularity of Harlow’s 
first roller skating group is any¬ 
thing to go by, it would seem 
the sport took the town by 
storm in the 1950s and 60s. 

After we featured a photo of 
the town’s first skating club in 
last week’s Nostalgia ( reprinted 
above), reader Ryan Parr (64), of 
Little Brays, recalled how his 
father, Kenneth Parr, had helped 
start the ball rolling back in the 
50s. 

“My dad ( pictured on the far left 
of the group, next to wife 
Beatrice ) and his mate Len start¬ 
ed the group together at Moot 
Hall and gradually got more and 
more people involved with roller 
skating in Harlow,” he said. 

“They must have been in their 
early 30s in that photo but I 
remember they would go at least

once a week to practice and 
would often meet up with other 
members for socials and things. 

“Sometimes they would go and 
skate in other towns to promote 
the group and do something dif¬ 
ferent - my parents loved it. 

“In those times Moot Hall was 
more for the kids during the day 
and the adults took over in the 
evening time.” 

He added: “They used to take 
part in the local carnival with a 
performance and there was a 
float especially dedicated to the 
roller skating group. That was 
how a lot of the other members 
got involved.” 

The group, which Mr Parr 
believes was set up in the mid 


50s, was soon a roaring success, 
with participants aged between 
14 and 40 attending the weekly 
sessions at Moot Hall. 

According to a 1956 edition of 
the Harlow Citizen, brought in 
by Mr Parr, over 100 people 
from “all walks of life” were a 
part of the group - which is 
described as having “no social 
barriers”. 

Members included Teddy boys, 
young servicemen on leave, 
female office workers, shop¬ 
keepers and businessmen. 

Ryan added: “My dad could do 
some brilliant tricks and could 
really throw my mum around on 
those skates - it was great. 

“Anyone could come and join. 

I remember it was always really 
busy, and my parents absolutely 
loved it.” 


Runners hit town’s roads for marathon 

HUNDREDS of Harlow runners 
will be heading to the capital on 
Sunday to take part in the London 
Marathon - but can you remember 
an endurance challenge a little 
closer to home? 

From the 1960s through to the 
early 90s, the town held its very 
own epic race. 

Harlow’s first marathon was held 
on October 23, 1965 and saw Jim 
Derham win the race in an 
impressive time of 2hrs 26 min¬ 
utes. 

This photograph, which was 
taken in 1974 and originally print¬ 
ed in local historian George 
Taylor’s book of archived photos, 
shows exhausted runners 
approaching the finish line along 
Fifth Avenue.

Water firm criticised 

over flood response

TRADERS and shoppers 
have blasted a water firm’s 
“slow response” after a 
burst pipe caused havoc in 
a Harlow shopping pre¬ 
cinct. 

Parts of Bush Fair were 
plunged under 9 inches of 
water on Thursday morning 
following the overnight 
rupture. 

But despite the problem 
being reported to Affinity 
Water before 9am, it was 
another two hours before 
engineers even arrived on 
the scene. 

It then took them until 
3.30pm to repair the burst 
main and drain the water 
away, by which time several 
shoppers had fallen in the 
flood - with at least one 
being taken to hospital for 
further treatment. 

Several shopkeepers were 
also forced to improvise 
barricades to stop the water 
from damaging their prop¬ 
erties, with some complain¬ 
ing about the amount of 
time it took for workmen to 
fix the problem. 


One trader told the Star: 
“It was crazy - it had obvi¬ 
ously happened overnight 
but it took the water 
company hours 
to sort it. 

“The water 
was still 
flowing at 
midday, and 
the workmen 
they eventu¬ 
ally sent down 
didn’t exactly 
seem to be in a hurry. 


Colleen Morrison, who 
works at MRB Recruitment 
in Bush Fair, said she had 
seen one young woman 
taken to hospital after 
slipping on silt dis¬ 
placed by the deluge. 

“She was clearly in 
some pain,” she 
said. 

“Bush Fair was still 
undergoing repairs 
and a clean up three 
days later, late on 
Saturday afternoon,” she 


said. 

“The water company 
clearly didn’t care - but then 
why would they when they 
are very rarely fined when 
things like this happen?” 

But a spokesman for 
Affinity Water told the Star 
the firm had acted swiftly. 

“We would like to apolo¬ 
gise for any inconvenience 
caused and thank our cus¬ 
tomers for their patience 
whilst we carried out those 
repairs,” he added.

Appearing at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court on Thursday, 
unemployed Dixon pleaded 
guilty to making indecent images 
of children on two laptop com-

puters between October 2010 and 
August 2012 and making inde¬ 
cent images and possession of 
extreme pornographic images 
which portrayed a person per¬ 
forming an act of intercourse 
with live animals. 

The court heard the police 
officers saw pornographic imag¬ 
es which Dixon had printed from 
the internet. When his comput¬ 
ers were later investigated hun¬ 
dreds more images were discov¬ 
ered. 

Detective Constable John 
Staines told the court: “Some 
were printed out and put into 


photo albums.” 

Analysis of the two laptop com¬ 
puters seized revealed the other 
images. There were 659 rated at 
level one, 39 at level two, 79 at 
level three and four at level four, 
while seven portrayed images of 
sex with animals. 

Dixon, who was placed on the 
sex offenders register, was told he 
must wait to hear his fate after he 
was remanded on bail until May 
1 for reports. 

District judge John Woollard 
told him: “Before I sentence you I 
need a full pre-sentence report 
and I’m not ruling out any 
options, including sending you to 
the Crown Court to be sentenced 
there.” 


Police warning as fly-tip 
scam hits Essex farms 


New health award 
for pioneering work 


POLICE have told 
Essex farmers and 
landowners to be wary 
of tricksters illegally 
dumping rubbish on 
their land. 

The warning follows 
the discovery of 1,500 
tons of household and 
business waste camou¬ 
flaged as plastic- 
wrapped hay bales on 
land in south Essex. 

Environment Agency 
officers are now con¬ 
cerned that other sites 
across the county will 


be targeted in the same 
way. 

Investigators believe 
that the criminals are 
making huge sums of 
money by charging to 
take away the waste 
before dumping it in 
rural locations instead 
of permitted sites. 

The rubbish, which is 
made up of food, paper, 
cans, and plastic, is 
compacted into plastic 
wrapping capable of 
holding around half a 
ton. 


HEALTH workers and 
volunteers could scoop 
a cash prize for their 
work as nominations 
open for the first 
Charles Taylor Pioneer 
Award.

A PROVOCATIVE paean 
to a disappearing England 
takes centre stage at 
Victoria Hall next week. 

Widely regarded as one 
of the greatest dramas 
of the 21st century, Jezz

The Wagon, the fourth 
picture, was cleverly 
suggested by spinning 
wheels of ribbon, and was 
followed by The Chickens, 
in which both Cockerel and 
Hen (Holly Whittome and 
Charlotte Taylor) were utterly 
convincing, while Alana 
Mansfield as their small chick 
was simply enchanting. 

This was followed by The 
Jews, featuring James Miller 
and Samuel Whittome, where 
man's inhumanity to man was 
foiled by the intervention of 
the Assistant. 

In Baba Yaga, Emma 
Jenkins, was splendidly pagan 
and The Czar and Czarina, 
(Michael Rees and Catriona 
MacLeay) looked and moved 
with regal splendour. 

After the interval we were 
treated to a performance of 
Seascape. The original music 
by John Sothcott swept the 
listener to the coast with 


snatches of half remembered 
rhythms that change as you 
listen, while the dancers 
moved with the grace we 
have come to expect from 
these performers. 

After this came the 
amusing and much-needed 
light relief of The Sorcerer's 
Apprentice with Emily

the fluorescent water, but 
feared the stage staff needed 
a vacuum cleaner at the 
end rather than Emily Bird's 
Broom, however excellently 
danced. 

Finally came Les Sylphides, 
played magnificently on the 
grand piano by Chris Redman. 

Samuel Whittome danced 
with the controlled grace and 
cat-like lightness of foot that 
we have come to expect from 
this young man. 

It seems invidious to single 
out any one female dancer 
in this more than competent 
ensemble but I must make an 
exception of the girl with red- 
blonde hair, whose solo was 
as light as thistledown.

Antoine Fuqua’s testosterone-fuelled 
thriller contrives a Die Hard In The 
White House scenario from an assault 
on Capitol Hill by heavily armed 
Korean terrorists fed up with America 
meddling in their affairs. 

Overblown action sequences, real¬ 
ised with inconsistent digital trickery, 
guarantee a healthy three-figure 
body count in the opening hour. 

The chilling centrepiece is a bomber 
plane flying low over the city, strafing 
innocent pedestrians before scything 
the pinnacle off the Washington 
Monument. 

Fuqua lights the fuse on the sum¬ 
mer blockbuster season with an 
almighty, ground-shaking bang. 


Following a tragedy on his watch, 
grizzled Secret Service agent Mike 
Banning (Gerard Butler) is reassigned 
to a desk job at the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment. 

It's a far cry from his former detail, 
guarding US President Benjamin 
Asher (Aaron Eckhart) and son Con¬ 
nor (Finley Jacobsen). 

A high-profile visit by the prime 
minister of South Korea, Lee Tae- 
Woo (Keong Sim), descends into car¬ 
nage when terrorists storm the most 
iconic building in Washington, DC. 

The militia kills almost the entire 
presidential security detail and takes 
Asher hostage in a nuclear-proof 
bunker with Vice President Charlie 
Rodriguez (Phil Austin) and Secretary 
of Defence Ruth McMillan (Melissa 
Leo). 

Without a second thought for his 


own safety, Mike races to the scene 
and infiltrates the shattered ruins 
of the White House, determined to 
protect the president and atone for 
past mistakes. 

Meanwhile, with the president 
and vice president indisposed, Al¬ 
lan Trumbull (Morgan Freeman), 
the Speaker of the House, assumes 
temporary command, flanked by 
Secret Service head honcho Lynne 
Jacobs (Angela Bassett) and highly 
decorated US Army General Edward 
Clegg (Robert Forster). 

Arriving two months before White 
House Down, which imagines 
another terrorist attack on 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue, Olympus Has 
Fallen is undeniably thrilling with its 
heavy-handed set-up of one brave 
man against the odds.

Allotments: 


don't give up! 


HIS commitment to show gardens 
for the RHS Chelsea Flower Show 
the past two years has meant 
that garden designer Cleve West's 
beloved allotment has suffered as 
weeds have sprung up and slugs 
and snails have built their own 
thriving community among his 
prized vegetables. 

While city dwellers may have romantic 
notions about wandering down to their 
plot on a balmy summer's evening to 
admire their crops and pick ripening 
fruits to add to their organic dinner 
table, West is much more realistic, 13 
years after he took on his west London 
plot (now expanded to 20 rods - four 
times the normal size). 

"Many have bought into allotments 
since they became part of the 
horticultural Zeitgeist that seemed to 
sweep in as the new millennium got 
under way. 

"But what the books don't tell 
you is that a large proportion of new 
allotment tenants give up within a 
year, overwhelmed by the time needed 
to keep the plot in good shape," he 
observes as he charts his own allotment

experiences in his book, Our Plot. 

"Allotments have been billed as 
something wonderfully romantic, which 
they can be. But writers often turn a 
blind eye to the fact that tending an 
allotment does take up a lot of time and 
people get disillusioned quite quickly 
when they do all the initial clearing and 
then within about three or four weeks 
it's all weedy again. They didn't see that 
as being part of the bargain." 

So how much time will you need 
to spend on a plot? "Well, if you're 
growing food to save money, whatever 
you do, don't add up the time it takes 
to produce your own food and apply 


an hourly rate to it. It will only depress 
you," he warns. 

"The National Society of Allotment 
and Leisure Gardeners estimates 
that, for a five-rod plot (250 sq m), a 
gardener will spend just over 200 hours 
a year tending it. That sounds about 
right. We each spend at least one full 
day a week at the plot and often more 
during the busy period of sowing and 
growing between March and July." 

When West says a day, he doesn't 
mean office hours. He's talking at least 
12 hours, but it's not impossible, he 
points out. 

"Those who do persevere are often 
pleasantly surprised to find that 
allotments are not only about growing 
food, they are a way of life."

Y OU could argue that Vauxhall 
is a bit late to the party when 
it comes to the fashion-led 
supermini segment dominated by 
the triumvirate of the Mini, the 
Fiat 500 and the Citroen DS3, but 
the Adam’s lateness might just be 
the making of it. 

Buyers in this lucrative part of 
the car market are looking for 
something different, and more 
specifically something they can 
make their own. With that in 
mind the Adam comes in four 
BILLION possible combinations. 
Which is a lot. 

There are around 60,000 
different combinations for the 
exterior and about 80,000 for the 
inside, but since some 
combinations aren’t allowed for 
either stylistic or manufacturing 
reasons, the 4.8 billion 
theoretical possibilities gets cut 
back a bit. 

As you sit in the dealership you 
can choose to change more than 
you can on any other car, like the 
dashboard finish and colour 
scheme, the headlining style, 
coloured clips on the wheel 
spokes, steering wheel trim 
colour, door trim colour, front 
grille cross-member colour, wheel 
style, wheel colour, roof colour, 
body sticker style and colour, 
gear lever and handbrake lever 
finish and then colour, body 


paint colour, seat fabric type, 
engine choice, trim level and so 
on until you realise that it’s dark 
and the sales staff have all gone 
home. 

Ultimately there will be 40 
styles of wheel alone before you 
move into wheel colours and 
clips. Expect the 12 funkily- 
named exterior colours like Papa 
Don’t Peach, James Blonde, Buzz 
Lightgreen and I’ll Be Black to be 
expanded as well. Before too long 
there might just be an Adam for 
literally every person on the 
planet 

But if you prefer you can just 
choose an ‘Extreme Pack’, which 
basically gives you a ready-made 
design built from a combination 
of the available choices into a 
cohesive look. The choice is 
yours. 


On more familiar ground there 
are three trim levels, but none 
will have any identifying badges 
so no one will necessarily know 
whether any individual Adam is 
the cheapest but still well 
equipped Jam, mid-range Glam 
or the sporty Slam. 

The engine under the bonnet 
will stay a secret, too; from a 
choice of J.2a nd J.4 petrols. 
There’s no diesel and there never 
will be according to Vauxhall. 
There’s just no demand for it in a 
car this small. 

And small it is, based on a 
shortened and heavily modified 
Corsa chassis. 

The larger engine is much more 
responsive than the J.2, which 
feels a bit dim-witted at times 
compared to the genuinely sharp 
and lively character of the J.4. It 


comes in two power outputs, but 
either will do the job nicely. 

The J.4 is still lightweight, 
which gives the Adam a lovely 
lightweight and nimble feel at the 
front wheels. It bites into turns as 
keenly as a vampire bat; all the 
more so with larger, wider wheels 
and tyres fitted. 

There’s not much body roll 
either. Strengthening work 
around the suspension has done 
wonders to keep the stylish little 
nipper flat and stable without 
denting its thoroughly likeable 
sense of chuckability. Even if you 
only potter gently around in it 
there’s a certain sense of joie de 
vivre that’s partly thanks to the 
interior style and partly down to 
the well judged balance between 
the way the steering, pedals and 
slightly notchy five-speed 


gearbox feel. 

It’s easy to drive and easy to 
enjoy, although on the motorway 
the revs spin too high and it 
buzzes along a little out of its 
comfort zone. 

There’s not a massive amount of 
room in the boot. Although it’s 
relatively deep and you can 
squeeze a surprising amount of 
soft baggage in, the pinching 
point where the rear seat backs 
and the load lip come closest is a 
bit of a barrier to getting bigger 
stuff or hard cases in. 

Vauxhall hasn’t been shy with 
the equipment on offer but with 
all models blessed with alloy 
wheels, a chunky leather-covered 
steering wheel and colourful 
interiors the actual equipment 
you get takes a back seat to the 
enjoyment and fee-good factor 
the car gives you. When was the 
last time automatic windscreen 
wipers made you grin like a fool 
anyway? 

Nonetheless, all the gear you 
could hope for is available, 
including a clever touch-screen 
‘Intellilink’ interface that simply 
transfers your smartphone’s main 
functions to the display. 

The Adam might be late to the 
party but it’s learned from its 
rivals and it moves the game on. 
Astonishing customisation 
potential in a great-looking 
starting package is likely to be a 
sizeable ace up the Adam’s sleeve.

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Hawks a Phoenix 
from the flames

CHRISTIAN Wheeler has launched 
a passionate defence of Hawks’ 
much-criticised style of football 
and believes greater things are 
around the corner for the under¬ 
fire club. 

It has been a hugely difficult cam¬ 
paign for Harlow Town, especially 
after a 10-points deduction for 
financial reasons, but Danny 
Chapman’s men can now look for¬ 
ward to another season in Ryman 
division one north. 

Former assistant boss Wheeler 
(33), who hopes to remain at 
Barrows Farm next season after 
rejoining in March from Waltham 
Abbey, says there will be a summer 
of change at the Essex club before 
the side launch a crack at promo¬ 
tion next season. 

Harlow were assured of their 
Ryman League status when Potters 
Bar beat bottom club Ilford on 
Tuesday, meaning the Londoners 
cannot catch the Hawks who are 
eight points clear. 

And Wheeler believes this experi¬ 
ence will stand Harlow in good 
stead, particularly for boss 
Chapman. 

“I think Chappo [Danny 
Chapman] has tried to find the 
right mix of young kids and people 
who know this league. It was differ¬ 
ent this year. It has been hard for 
Chappo,” said Wheeler. 

“He will be the first to admit he 
has learned more from when things 
are tough. 

“Anyone can manage when you 
have a big budget. 

“I think we have shown the talent 
is there. It’s a confidence thing. It 
was the same with the boys at 
Waltham Abbey. It’s hard some¬ 
times when you have got lesser 
finances and you take on younger 
players. 

“Finances have changed at non- 
League football clubs in the last 
five years. Youngsters need the 
mental strength and application to 
churn out the performances 
Saturday, Tuesday, Saturday, 
Tuesday. 

“You are playing at a half decent 
level and you have to look at it like a 
second job. You have to apply your¬ 
self. 

“The style that Harlow play is a bit 
old-fashioned but Grays have won 


the league by 10 points and anyone 
at the game [between Harlow and 
Grays] who knows football - they 
don’t play any differently to us. 
They just have more experienced 
players who have been around the 
block and know how to play non- 
League football. They just do it a bit 
better than us.” 

Wheeler is banned for the final 
three games after his red card at 


Ware, starting with tonight’s game 
at Wroxham. But he will be cheer¬ 
leading from the sidelines at all 
three games, including Saturday’s 
trip to bottom of the table Ilford, as 
Harlow look to end a miserable sea¬ 
son on a high. 

“In the last couple of performanc¬ 
es we have shown good character. 
We cannot feel sorry for ourselves. 
The boys will learn from this. I 


remember when I was 18 and left 
Barnet, I came into the Ryman 
League and if you took two touches 
someone would knock you up in 
the air. 

“The Ryman League is 100 miles 
an hour. You have just got to roll up 
your sleeves and get out of there. 

“The boys are taking a while to 
adjust but they will come back 
physically stronger.” 



Changes afoot 
to get Harlow 
back on track 


CHANGES are taking place behind the scenes 
at Harlow Town Football Club as the club bid 
to get their ‘five-year plan’ back on track. 

Christian Wheeler, who returned to the club 
last month after a spell at Waltham Abbey, is 
optimistic the club can bounce back from a 
hugely disappointing 2012-13 season - and 
has hit back at the people who have savaged 
club owners Platinum Sports Management 
after a season of stagnation. 

“Things might change now. New opportuni¬ 
ties are coming up. Things are going on 
[behind the scenes] to bring in more revenue 
and get more people through the door,” 
Wheeler explained. 

“I am sure the club will be in a much 
stronger position next year. I think people are 
short-sighted. Harlow two or three years ago 
were a club on their knees looking at the 
Essex Senior League. I am optimistic. I am a 
Harlow fan. My first memory is my dad taking 
me to the Sportcentre.” 

Wheeler also believes the fans will return to 
Barrows Farm in the future. Attendances 
have dropped below 100 for some games this 
season. 

“Harlow’s attendances yo-yo. We had 350 
when we were doing well. If the club is doing 
well next season people will come back. 
People always want to see winning sides. We 
need to get the community involved in things 
to grow. 

“Whitehawk have strolled [the Ryman pre¬ 
mier division] after paying fortunes - but 
they are only getting 100 people through the 
door. The recession has hit everyone. 

“People will come back, even if we only get 
one promotion, then we can kick on again. 

“It has been frustrating. People are quick to 
criticise Tommy [Cunningham] but without 
Tommy there would not be a football club. We 
need to change the dynamics and get the 
community involved more.” 

Wheeler, who is to become a dad for the 
first time soon, hopes to be involved in the 
playing side next season. 

“If they want me to stay, I would love to 
stay. I still want to play but things change in 
football. If they want me there I will be there. 

I have played 40 games this year.” 
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
